From this time on, the parent is in- 
tensely interested in how the student’s 


course is proceeding. Not only is his 
money being expended on the child, but 
every hope that he has for the child's 
future is bound up in him. The teach- 
er, fortunately rare, who thinks of the 
anxious and interested parent as a 
meddling nuisance, sometimes takes 
the attitude of one who would say— 
If he works hard enough he'll pass; if 
he doesn’t he’ll fail.” The teacher who 
deserves the name is making a contin- 
uous set of observations of the child, 
testing him frequently, not merely for 
mastery or memory of the school sub- 
ject, but for reactions and attitudes 
shown in situations of various kinds, 
and as a result directing him into cer- 
tain courses, helping him to see that 
these are the activities in which he can 
do the best for himself. While this 
study of the child is being made by 
the school, surely the parent has the 
same right to be informed, regularly 
and often. What would you think of a 
doctor who would only say to you— 
“Take your child home; don’t bother 
me with him any more; he is sick”. 

Here are two true’ incidents that 
may indicate the different methods, 
both are of 1939, fall term. <A parent 
inquired, during November, how _ his 
son was getting along, The teacher's 
reply was— “I think he is all right, 
we'll see on his Christmas exams.” In 
January the parent received a state- 
ment showing only the following— 
English 72; Social Studies, 65; French, 
56; Algebra, 62; ete, Please sign and 
return.” 

In another district, a parent receiv- 
ed this statement for September and 
October— “Social Studies— Attitude 
Good; shows good group spirit, calibre 
of work (i.e, actual achievement and 
mastery); “B” can be improved; sug: 
gestions for improvement; Regular 
Attendance. English 2— Attitude “B” 
only fair; Calibre of work, “B"  com- 
ment; “Careless;” suggestion for im- 
provement— “Care in Spelling.’ Gen-

Calibre of work “H”; Original, Tidy; 
suggestion for improvement— None.” 
Similarly for the remaining subjects, 


This second one is the attempt of 
one of our Alberta high schools, and I 
consider it a wonderful type of report, 
Those few check-marks in different 
columns— H? A? B? C? and from two 
to five words written by the teacher 
of each subjecte give a picture of tha: 
boy that doesn’t miss much except the 
color of his eyes and hair. 

As to the former report, what does it 
mean? That Algebra 62 for example, 
was that his percentage mark on a 
single examination on the whole four 
month’s work? Was it the highest 
mark in the class or the lowest one? 
Was it outstanding, mediocre, or very 
weak? Is he doing his best? How can 
he improve it? Does h@ appear to be 
taking the courses in which he can do 
successful work? Not one of those 


questions is answered, unless I put 
down my own guess as to its inter- 
pretation. Some years ago in a_ little 


school in the Peace River country 1 
noticed a little tot’s scribbler with 
some work, marked by the teacher 
with big “C’s” and “Xs”. I asked her 
what the C stood for and she answered 
proudly “Correct.’ Trying to put some 
sympathy into my voice I asked “and 
what does this X mean? More proudly 
yet she answered “ excellent.” 

What | mean to illustrate is that 
marks, whether numerical or expres- 
sed by letters have to be interpreted 
into everyday words. 

If the aim of the school as the friend 
of teh students and as ally of the par- 
ents in the guidance of the child is to 
be achieved, it would seem that tests 
and reports should be continuous,, 
building up a cumulative record of 
student abilities and aptitudes, I was
